To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 


Hr.  Chairma  1,  Madam  aad  Gentlemen, 

On  the  statistical  side  I have  little  on  which  to  comment  in  1955 > 
other  than  to  draw  attention  once  again  to  the  very  low  death  rate, 
especially  from  respiratory  disease. 

The  chief  problem  is  now  to  deal  with  unfit  buildings.  The  Council 
submitted  to  the  Minister  a total  of  almost  ,000  unfit  buildings  which 
were  to  be  dealt  vrith  in  one  way  or  another,  a figure  which  covered  a 
great  deal  of  comment  at  the  time,  and  about  which  many  people  remained 
very  perturbed. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  figure  is  a roalistical  estimate,  based 
on  the  known  requirements  of  the  Housing  Act,  amended  by  the  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  which  requires  that  a house  shall  be  fit  in  the  following 
respects : - 

(a)  repair; 

(b)  stability; 

(c)  freedom  from  damp; 

(d)  natural  lighting; 

(o)  ventilation; 

(f)  water  supply; 

(g)  drainage  and  s.- unitary  conveniences;  and 

(h)  facilities  for  storage,  preparation  and  cooking  of  food 

and  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water. 

People  with  even  a slight  acquaintance  with  local  housing  conditions 
will  know  how  far  short  of  these  requirements  the  houses  in  their  own 
immediate  neighbourhood  fall,  and  it  must  be  realized  that  this  figure  of 
2,000  covers  the  whole  9O5OOO  acres  of  the  district. 

It  is  not,  of  course,  intended  that  all  those  2,000  houses  shall  be 
demolished,  but  that,  where  possible,  the  conditions  shall  be  put  right. 

Low  rents  prevent  owners  from  carrying  out  the  work  in  the  normal  way 
and  the  Council  is  therefore,  and  in  my  opinion  wisely,  using  the  maximum 
use  of  its  powers  to  provide  grants  for  improvements  under  the  1949  Act. 

In  fact  every  notice  sent  to  owners  of  intention  to  decide  on  the  future  of 
houses  under  Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  is  accompanied  by  an  invitation 
to  make  uso  of  these  grants  whore  suitable.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that 
many  of  the  2,000  unfit  houses  will  be  reclaimed  and  usod  once  agai n after 
improvements  have  been  carried,  out. 

A start  hu.s  already  boon  made  at  systematic  rehousing  in  the  Budock 
area,  and  it  is  hoped  to  apply  those  methods  to  a new  area  each  year.

Although  there  appears  to  be  a substantial  rise-  in  the  figures  for  these 
throe  headings  this  year,  I forbear  to  comment  to  any  length  as  the  totals 
are  those  received  from  the  'Registrar  General,  ily  ova  figures  shoe-  smaller 
totals  in  all  categories,  being,  for  stillbirths  15,  for  nco-natal  deaths  5 
and  for  all  infant  deaths  6. 

These  figures  show  an  infant  mortality  no  vorsc  than  last  year;  it  is 
only  the  stillbirth  problem,  which  requires  comment. 

The  figures  of  15  recorded  stillbirths  in  my  possession  arc  divided  as 
follows : -

There  is,  therefore,  some  preponderenco  of  stillbirths  among  hospital 
confinements.  This  is  to  be  expected,  more  abnormal  births  being  experienced 
in  hospital  practice  as  frequently  the  reason  for  hospitalization  is  an 
expected  abnormality.

The  totr.l  number  of  deaths  is  the  lowest  for  at  least  6 years  and  the 
death  rate  is  also  some  way  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

This  much  sought  :.ftor  varriation  from  the  average  shows  one  of  the 
virtues  of  a country  life,  a fact  which  is  also  reflected  in  the  low  death 
rate  from  respiratory  disease. 

Comparison  with  the  nearby  urbanized  districts  shows  the  deleterious 
influence  of  town  life  on  this  rate  (these  comparisons  should  not  be 
considered  as  odious,  they  only  serve  to  make  a point.)

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


This  section  covers  both  Kerrier  Rural  District  and  Helston  Borough, 
as  all  services  aro  shared  alike  between  them,  and  certain  services,  such 
as  Home  Kelp  and  St.  John  Ambulance  are  specifically  provided  for  both 
areas  without  distinction. 


Hospital  Services 

Patients  may  be  treated  at  Gamborne-Eodruth  Miners'  and  General 
Hospital,  The  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  The  Palmouth  and  District 
Hospital,  The  V/ost  Cornwall  Hospital,  Penzance,  or  Helston  Cottage  Hospital, 
depending  on  the  needs  and  residence  of  the  patient. 

Tuborculosis  inpatient  treatment  is  centred  at  TGhid.y  Hospital,  Camborne, 
and  out-patient  and  contact  clinics  aro  hold  at  Camborne,  Palmouth  and 
Penzance. 


The  Geriatric  Unit  is  centred  at  Barncocse  Hospital,  Redruth,  with 
annexes  at  Mcnoago  House,  Helston  and  Budock  House,  Palmouth. 

Midwifery.  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Services 

Homo  Nursing  and  midwifery  aro  undertaken  by  the  District  Nursc/Midwivos , 
who  aro  also  Health  Visitors,  with  responsibility  for  the  caro  of  children 
up  to  schhol  age.

The  day  cover  for  the  district  is  provided  primarily  by  tho  County 
Ambulance  Service  from  the  Redruth  Depot,  which  operates  4 radio-controlled 
ambulances  and  4 utilocons  without  radio.  One  additional  utilccon  is 
stationed  at  Gunwalloo  and  this  is  under  wireless  control  from  Redruth. 

Tho  extreme  eastern  part  of  Kerrier,  from  Ponsanooth  to  Budock  is  under  tho 
care  of  tho  County  Ambulances  based  on  Falmouth. 

By  night,  and  at  weekends,  cover  is  provided  by  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  The  Helston  Ambulance  is  on  call  for  tho  bulk  of  the  area,  but  it 
is  rc-inforcod  as  required  by  ambulances  at  Penzance,  St.  Ives,  Haylo, 
Camborne,  Illogan,  Redruth  and  Falmouth. 
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Tho  following  table  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Hclston 
St*  John  ambulance  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  other  removals  carried 
out  by  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  Comparison  is  made  with  the  previous

Both  districts  remained  free  from  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  meningococcal 
infection,  diphtheria,  smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  dysentery,  encephalitis 
and  ophthalmia  of  the  new born  throughout  the  year. 

Only  occasional  cases  were  reported  of  erysipelas,  pneumonia,  food 
poisoning  and  scarlet  fever. 

There  was  a certain  amount  of  whooping  cough  and  a small  epidemic  of 
measles,  which  attacked  Helston  the  most  heavily.

In  the  tables  above,  it  vri.ll  be  noticed  how  many  people  accept  B.C.G. 
vaccination  when  they  are  found  to  be  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

In  Kerrier  14  out  of  18  skin-test-negative  contacts  accepted  vaccination 
and  only  4 refused,  while  in  Helston  all  12  such  contacts  consented  to  be 
vaccinated. 


This  vaccination  of  contacts  is  an  important  part  of  control  of  the 
disease  as  by  this  means  we  are  able  to  prevent  relatives  and  friends  of  known 
cases  from  remaining  susceptible  to  the  disease.  This  tends  to  restrict  the 
number  of  people  who  can  bo  infected  by  the  disease  and  gradually  build  up  a 
wall  of  immunity  around  oach  patient,  thoroby  saving  others  and  at  the  same 
time  making  the  patient  less  likely  to  worry  about  any  possiblo  danger  to 
friends  and  relations. 

A further  part  is  played  by  B.C.G,  vaccination  in  the  protection  of 
susceptible  children  boforo  they  leave  school.  (The  figures  for  this  are 
found  in  tho  next  sot  of  tables. )

SANITARY  CIRCUMST ANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 


Water  supplies  in  the  area  during  the  twelve  months  under  review 
have  been  well  maintained.  Whilst  some  wells  on  Housing  Estates 
failed  during  the  dry  period,  no  restriction  was  placed  on  consumers 
where  piped  supplies  were  available. 

Extension  and  improvements,  consisting  of  laying  approximately 
3\  miles  of  4"  and  3”  mains,  have  been  completed  in  connection  with 
the  Mul.lion  Water  Scheme. 

Works  have  not  yet  commenced  on  the  laying  of  mains  in  connection 
with  the  Stithians  (1st  phase)  scheme,  but  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  of  necessary  lands  have  been  completed,  and  trial  holes  have 
been  sunk  on  the  site  of  the  1,000,000  gallon  reservoir.  Joint 
Meetings  have  been  held  between  Camborne-Red ruth  Urban  District 
Council,  Truro  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Council  regarding  the 
formation  of  a Joint  Committee  in  connection  with  the  development  of 
the  Stithians  Impounding  Scheme  as  the  source  of  supply  for  the  throe 
Authorities.  The  Scheme  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Herbert  Lapworth  partners,  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  for  his  approval. 

The  works  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  250,000 
gallon  reservoir  and  the  laying  of  approximately  3*1  miles  of  8";  6”; 
4"  and  3M  mains  in  connection  with  the  Manaccan  Scheme  have  been 
completed.  Works  on  installation  of  the  treatment  plant  is  in 
progress,  and  should  bo  completed  within  the  next  few  weeks.  At 
the  conclusion  of  this  Scheme  a piped  water  supply  would  be  available 
in  the  major  parts  of  15  Parishes,  namcly:-

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Well  ater  Supply, 

Although  considerable  progress  has  token  /lace  in  providing 
mains  water  sup. lies,  the  greater  part  of  the  District  has  still  to 
depend  on  supplies  from  public  springs  and  wells.  In  many  cases 
these  are  shallow  '.veils  being  subject  to  period  pollution  and 
regular  sampling  and  the  posting  of  notices  requesting  that  the 
water  be  boiled  before  use  are  the  only  controls  available  to  the 
Authority.  In  all  cases  these  safe-guards  have  been  put  into 
operation  with  good  results.  Improvements  where  possible  have  been 
carried  out  to  wells  and  generally  the  samples  taken  have  shown  a 
marked  improvement  on  previous  years.  All  the  wells  in  the  areas 
served  by  The  Lizard  Scheme  were  closed  during  the  year  and  so  abated 
sampling  from  these  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Praze  sewerage 
Scheme  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  certainly  will  prove 
a tremendous  asset  to  the  village.  A considerable  number  of 
connections  were  made  on  the  completion  of  the  works  which  appears 
to  function  very  satisfactorily.

Praze  Coverack 

The  preliminary  w orks  in  connection  with  the  proposed  sewerage 
scheme  for  Ms be  have  progressed  satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  work  will  be  put  in  hand  during  the  coming  year. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  be,  and  must  so 
continue  for  some  years,  the  main  means  of  keeping  the  major  part  of 
the  area  free  from  sewage  nuisances.  This  service  has  operated  from 
day-to-day  over  the  year  with  tremendous  success.  livery  credit  must 
be  given  to  the  two  operators,  on  whose  efforts  the  whole  success  of 
the  service  depends.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  total  gallonage 
dealt  with  by  this  service  for  the  first  time  exceeded  one  million 
gallons  in  the  year.

Refuse  collection. 

A weekly  collection  throughout  the  District  has  been  fully 
maintained  throughout  the  year  and  I fool  that  this  service  is 
perhaps  the  most  appreciated  of  the  Council’s  Services.  Every 
effort  has  been  made,  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  operators* 
to  give  even  the  outlying  hamlets  a service  even  if  this  be  only  a 
fortnightly  service.  Complaints  received  about  the  service  have 
been  negligible  but  those  which  have  been  received  have  normally 
been  readily  dealt  with. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  has  caused  the  department  some  headaches 
due  to  the  fact  that  at  least  two  of  the  existing  tips  are  rapidly 
nearing  completion  and  shall  have  to  be  replaced.  Tipping  was 
carried  on  by  means  of  Controlled  Tipping  but  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  covering  materials  in  sufficient  quantities  on  occasions 
left  the  tips  in  a state  that  left  much  to  be  desired.  However, 
taken  generally,  the  tips  were  kept  in  reasonable  condition,  free 
from  fire  and  nuisances. 

All  tips  were  regularly  treated  for  the  control  of  flies, 
rodents  etc.,  with  considerable  success.
